During the damp and cold season deficient 
dress of the feet and legs is a fruitful source 
of disease. The head, throat and liver are 
perhaps the most frequent sufferers. 

The legs and feet are far from the central 
part ofthe body. They are not in a great 
mass, like the trenk, but extended and envel- 
oped by the atmosphere. Besides, they are 
near the damp, coid earth, 

For these and other reasons they require 
extra covering. If we would secure the high- 
eat physiological conditions, we must give 
our extremities more dress than the body. 
We men wear upon our legs, in the coldest 
season, but two thicknesses of cloth. The 
body has at least six. Women put on them

The Committee’s reported bill makes very 
important changes in those three sections of 
}the Act of June 30, 1864, and it is now being 
acted upon by the House of Representatives 
in Committee of the Whole; and thus far, | 
jalthough the recommendations of the Com- 
mittee have not been adopted in the exact 
language reported in all cases, yet the prin-} 
cipal portion of their Report in this regard 
|has been agreed upon in Committee of the | 
Whole, and will doubtless become the law 
for assessing the Income taxes for 1864. 

No annual Income tax has yet been assessed 
uncer the Act of June 30, 1864, nor is it now 
probable that any such tax ever will be 
assessed under that Act until it has been ex- 
tensively umended by the present session of 
Congress. 

Appearances now indicate that returns of | 
'Income for J864, and the future, must be| 
made with more care and exactness than has 
in many instances been the case hitherto; | 


they must name all of the gross amount of 
income from each and every class of sources, 
without any deductions; and the claims for 
deductions must be presented for the consid- | 
eration of assistant Assessors or Assessors, 
who will allow ell such, as the law, decisions, 
or rules will permit. Persons cannot make 
deductions themselves without committing | 
fraud, nor can deductions be allowed by | 
Assessors unless they know on what account | 
they are claimed. 


The scale of taxation, asthe matter now | 
stands in the House of Representatives, is | 
neither like that of ary former laws—the Act} 
of June 30, 1864, nor the original Report of |
